ss At hls bed of juftice, held 
ac Verfailles the eighth inftanr, the 
king publifhed an edi& founded 
on this principle, © That in a 
great kingdom there thould be 
only one king, one {yftem of laws, 
and one court for reaiftering and 
enrolling the laws which extend to 
she kingdom at large.” By this 
edi, then, the regiRering and 
enrolling the edicts prefented in 
the king’s name, for che general 
government of the kingdom at 
large, is forever taken from the 
provincial parliaments, and vefted 
ina ccurt (which is now reftored) 
formerly known by the name of 
La Cour Pleniere, or the Pienery 
ur fupreme Court. 

“& The king, at his bed of juf- 
tice, fo tar trom difaspointing the 
hopes the nation entertained of 
feenp the Rates general of the 
k.ngdom once more affembled, 
declared, thag it was his intention 
co call them together, not only 
ithe year 1792, butas often is 
there fhould be occafion for them 
co meet.
